After luncheon hit mother told 
me the little fellow had been commis- 
sioned by a school-boy friend to write 
down every humorous remark I had 
made at luncheon. The poor little 
man returned to school, with an un- 
uted writing pad, and a well sharp- 
ened pencil. ( 

"I could write a volume on the seri- 
ousness of a comedian's love affairs. 
I have heard all about the course of 
true love never running smoothly. 1 
personally, cannot even cause a ripple 
on the Water. I advise all comedians 
to make love by correspondence, but 
they must not make the fatal mistake 
to tend a photograph. 

"My one experience of facing a 
beautiful woman unnerved me. She 
was a magnificent creature, yet a 
funny man dared to love her. I offered 
her my hand and heart. 1 felt surely 
my very soul was In my voice, and 
eyes, so much was I in earnest. She 
let me pour out my love to the bitter 
end. I greedily j looked into hcrcves 
for my answer. Her whole face twink- 
led with laughter. As she raised her 
fan, and slapped me on the head, she 
said: 

" 'Oh, Mr. Sldman, you are a treas- 
ure.

8o great waa the crowd that Its 
fringes packed the street a block 
away and hundreds were unable to get 
close enough to head the nominee's 
speech on the obligations of the Amer- 
ican voter. An estimate prepared by 
Harding Headquarters plactd the at- 
tendance at more than 50,000. 

Delegations from many states and 
representing many special ' groups 
were In the crowd, which paraded to 
the Harding residence shouting and 
singing and greeted the candidate and 
his wife with an uproar of political 
enthusiasm. More than a score of 
bands marched with tho paradors and 
serenaded the nominee for two hours 
after his address, while he and Mrs. 
Harding stood on their front steps 
and shook hands with a stream of 
visitors. 

The Senator's speech, largely de 
voted to a non-political dlcusslon of 
tbe obligations of the American voter, 
was addressed particularly to those 
who are to exercise the ballot this 
year for the first time. He pronounced 
ui;e of the franchise a duty as well as 
a privilege, aud urged that the two- 
party system be preserved as the most 
practical means of securing efficient 
government. New women voters he 
asked especially not to segregate 
themselves In a party of their own.

FARMERS WILL 
LOSE MILLIONS, 
REPORT SAYS 

Secretary Meredith Tells of Great Cut 
In Crop Values — I rge- 
Bankers' Assist 



Washington. October 19. — Shrink- 
age in the value of farm products to 
far this season will result In Ameri- 
can fanners receiving $2,600,000,000 
less than they would have obtained on 
the 1919 price basis, Secretary of Ag- 
riculture Meredith said today, ad- 
dressing the American Bankers' As- 
sociation annual convention. 

Mr. Meredith estimated that the fall 
In corn prices had Involved $1,000,- 
000,000 loss to producers, while the 
decrease In cotton prices amounted to 
$333,000,000. Tho situation was fur- 
ther made harder for farmers, he said, 
because the labor and materials ne- 
cessary to crop production had been 
supplied in the high price period. 

"The American people mutt see to 
it that the farmers obtain credit suffi- 
cient for their needs," Mr. Meredith 
continued. "Only thus can they con- 
tinue to supply the nation's need for 
food." 

He urged that bankers assist co- 
operative farmers' enterprises.

STATE UNIVERSITY 
IS CHOSEN FOR 
HEALTH WORK 

Government Select!* Kentucky I'nl- 
verslty as Place For Promotion 
Off Sex Education. 



The University of Kentucky has 
been chosen by the government to be 
one of the educational institutions of 
the country to discover more effective- 
measures in promoting sex education. 
In doing this work the University will 
receive assistance from the Interde- 
partmental Social Hygiane Board, in- 
cluding financial assistance. 

It will establish a department of 
social hygiene which has been de- 
signed primarily for the training of 
teachers, but which is intended also to 
reach every student In the institution. 
Its cirrlc'ulum will include courses and 
conferences in informational Her hy-, 
giene and its direct personal and 
group applications. Due and tactful 
emphasis will be placed on the seri- 
ousness of venereal diseases, their 
causes, carriers, and means of preven- 
tion. 

In doing this work as a feature of 
Its campaign to control venereal dis- 
eases, the Board has taken the position 
that education as a means of prevent- 
ing these diseases should be developed 
not by placing special and dramatic 
emphasis on the subject, but by giving 
It normal consideration and studying 
It in its proper relation to other rlvl- 
sions of hygiene. It believes that the 
greatest amount of good can be achiev- 
ed through preparing the classroom 
teacher as thoroughly In general hy- 
giene as ho or she is prepared in Eng- 
lish or mathematics. 

It Is with these principles in mind 
that the government through the In- 
terdepartmental Social Hygiene Board 
proposes to assist any state in the 
Union to establish In one of its state 
normal schools, st:ito colleges or state 
universities that trains teachers a de- 
partment of hygiene that will reach

SCHOOLS STAND STILL 



Everybody and everything appear 
to move forward while the rural 
school stands still. Few people ride 
In buggies or surrles these days; but 
the children go to pretty much the 
same kind of school their purenta at- 
tended. 

That this tendency to let the schools 
stand still is the same In many por- 
tions of the country can be seen from 
the following extract from a letter 
written the I'.ureau of Education at 
Washington by Coventor W. 12 Hard- 
ing, of the great and progressive mate 
of Iowa :

BETTER SCHOOLS IN NORWAY 



AUTOS OR SCHOOLS, WHICH? 



Even big, rich New York City Is 
beginning to realize that her Schools 
and her teachers are. not getting a fair 
deal. Here is a statement recently 
published in School Life. It does not 
speak of rural schools ; but the read- 
er ean mentally* change 'he tlgures to 
suit his or her local conditions and the 
shoe will fit all right. 

"Of the U .000,0X10 new auiomobiles 
of the pleasure-ear type, valued at ii|>- 
proximately $'J,i«K».OUO,000, that will 
be sold In the United States during 
the present calendar year, It Is con- 
servatively estimated that New York 
City alone will purchase 50,000, valued 
$50,000,000. It Is estimated that there 
are In the city of New York 100,000 
chauffeurs, whose salaries will amount 
to approximately $160,000,000, Oarage 
charges (there are 240,000 cars, ap- 
proximately, in the city) will be not 
less than $25,000,000, probably much 
more. Certainly a community that 
can afford to My nearly a quarter of 
a billion dollars a year for pleasurp- 
car service can manage to provide the 
teachers of Its 800,000 Children with n 
decent living. Iteally. the *.",i!.(MM>.(NXi 
paid nur teachers for the year lino is 
a bagatelle hy compurlsou." 



Some of the nations on the other 
side of the Atlantic are pushing ahead 
in the practical education of their chil- 
dren. Betides school work, children 
are luken on long excursions so they 
may become acquainted with what 
other people are doing In other local- 
ities. All of which proves conclusive- 
ly that we In America must make our 
schools real schools for real 20th Cen- 
tury Children. 

The following extract from School 
Life will give the reader an Idea of 
these excursions which are being de- 
veloped for school children In Nor- 
way : 

"Excursions of pupils which were 
much lu vogue before the war are 
again conducted ami ou a much larger 
scale than formerly. During the sum- 
mer vacation mnny of Hie school build- 
ings are opened as 'travel bureaus." 
The seats and desks are moved out 
or placed out of the way, and the 
schoolhouse Is equipped as u pupils' 
hotel. 'Kolkeskolen' reports that an 
arrangement like the following has 
been fouml satisfactory: A certa 1 !! 
schoolroom In Stockholm Is furnlsheC 

with 22 cots, mattresses, pillows, aud 

blankets, and 6 wnshbusins. These ;u- 
l angemeuts accommodate a group of '20 
pupik, with the "2 teachers in charge, 
i Towels and sheets are brought by the 
travelers themselves. » 

"Every seliool in the cities is fur- 
nished with a school kitchen. Permta 
Dion Is given to the travelers to use 
ibis and the cooking utensils in prepar- 
ing breakfast. The midday meal Is 
taken at some of the inexpensive, ami 
yet very good, hotels that are found 
at all principal points. All arrange, 
ments are made beforehand, so that 
each bureau and hotel knows when 
every party Is to arrive. 

"Hoys and girls travel separately. If 
the trip is short. It is made on Toot ; 
if longer, the boys use bicycles. Trips 
lo more distant parts requiring 10 days 
or 2 weeks are made by rail or steam- 
boat. It is always possible to get very 
much reduced rates for a school excur- 
sion. Pupils from different countries 
visit each other In Oils way; the pres- 
ent season will bring pupils together 
from Norway, Sweden, (Denmark, Flu- 
I, iml, Holland and Germany."
